fliding Jews. A liſt of which isexcel- 
lently drawn up by the Pen of the Lear- 
ned and Profound Mr. John Milton in his 
Paradice loſt. For during the rime of their 
Bondage in e&gypr, they were (o belotted 
with a frantick zeal to thoſe beſtial Dei- 
ties, Oſiris, Iſis, and Orws (whoſe Fanatick 
their Sorceries incited the 
miſguided Inhabitants on the bank of 
Nile to (eek their wandring Gods in thoſe 
Brutiſh Forms) that with their borrow'd 
Gold they compoſed the figure of a Calf 
in Ore, and god arr impious adoration to 
that molten God : The taint of this Pagan 
Superſtition ſeized upon Aaron himielf, 
( though afterward conſecrated to the Sa- 
cred Prieſthood ) and the Divine Juſtice 
overtook their wandring Tribes, whoſe 
{laughtered Carkafles in the Wildernef, 
received the puniſhment of their Blaſphe» 
mous Acclamation. , Nor 
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Nor was the Holy, Law given them on 
Mount Sin«i, with fuch demonſtrations 
of a Divine and Omnipotent power, of 
force ſufficient to reſtrain the obdurate 
Iſraelives from their libidinous queſt after 
trange Gods! - but notwithſtanding the' 
facred Oracles, and the viſible and extra-' 
ordinary appearance of the Eternal Holy 
One amonglt them ; they bowed down to 
Monſtrous and dereſtable Abominartions, 
ſuch as Aftarre the Goddels of the Pheni- 
cians, by them alſo named the Queen of 
Heaven,and hyured with Creſcent Horns, 
implying the Moon; by whole light, the 
Daughters of Sid paid their nocturnal 
Adorations to their Silvan Deity. The 
Iſraelites in Canaan named her Aſftoreth, 
and built her Temple on Mount Z:on, on 
that Hallow'd Mountain, rearing her Al- 
txr in emalacion to the Sanctuary : where 
the 1/raclitih Virgins performed Heathe- 
nith Rites,znd chanted their wanton Songs 
at her offenſive Shrine. To which alludes 
that paſlage in the Book of Job, in chap. 
31.26, to the 29h verile. If 1 beheld rhe 
Sun when it ſhined, or the Moon walking in 
brightneſs : And my heart hath been ſeure; + 
ty aniced, or my mouth hath kifſed my hand,

Beſides theſe and many other Idols, 


which infeſted the Coaſt Of Pate he 


& the PromiſedLand,they devoted 
ſelves to the beſtial Debauches of Belial; 
whoſe Sons the Holy Scripture ſtiles 
fuch, whoſe Luxurious Riots make 
the night blacker with their impious Re. 
vels. He had no Temple erected to his 
Infernal Worſhip, but ſtill he reign'd a- 
mongſt Atheiſhcal Prieſts, debauched 
Courts, and wanton Cities; as of Old in 
the Treets of Sodom, whoſe lofty Piles a 
fire from Heaven a the | 
[RCl1 had raged within her 
impious Walls. Nor ( with lamentatiog 
be it ſpoken ) are the ſtreers of Chriſti- 
an Cities free, but rather too RY 
infected with the filthy Riots of 
tewd might Ramblers ; whoſe deteſtable 
bominations ( if not ſoon ſuppreſſed ) 
wilt doubtleſs bring us under an amazing, 
and tremendous Deſolation. 

We ſhall not need to mention theIdola- 
fries of the Ancient Grecian:and Komans, 
which theHiſtories of thoſe Empires have 
plentifully Recorded : every Nation ſtrove 
ro exceed one another in multiplying 
ſtrange and falſe Gods. But I have rather 
made mention of the Idolatry = the 
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Jews, that the conſideration of their Re- 
volts, and Apoſtacies from the Covenant 
of the Almighty, who had wrought 
many wonders for them, and ſuch Judg- 
ments in the midſt of them; who had g1- 
ven them his Righteous Law z and pro- 
daimed his Natne before them, ſent his 
Prophets among them, and by peculiar fa- 
yours diſtinguithed them from all the Na- 
tions upon Earth:might the more effe&u- 
ally move us to conlider what foundati- 
on we are upon, That be that thinketh 4e 
ftarndeth, may take heed left be fall, and as 
the Bleſled Apoltle ſaid, If rhe/e things 
have been done in the green Tree, we may pre- 
ſage what the dry i to expett. If the back- 
flidings of the Jews coſt them (© dear, 
what may we think will become of Apo- 
ſtate Chriſtians > What our blefled Sa- 
viour faith of Choraſin , and Bethſaida, 
may be very apptceve in this caſe, in the 
10th of the Goſpel of St. Lake 12, 13. 
verſes. -# be more tollerable in that 
day for Sodom, then for that City, &Cc. 
Such ſtupendious phials may be poured up- 
on us, as may cauſe the Exrs of all char 
hear of them to tingle. 


By this we ſee the fad effects of our 
firſt Parents hearkning to the firſt Temp- 
tation, by which the indefatigable Temp- 
ter hath to vaſtly calarged hisEo 


wwe over 
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the Race of deluded Adam, thar it ſeem 
ed as if the Kingdoms of the world were 
become his Kingdoms; the whole world 
lying in Wickednels, and Heatheniſh 1- 

olatry ; and the firſt National Church of | 
the Jews perverted to the Abominations 
of the Geariles. 

We ſhall proceed to ſhew ſome farther 
ſteps the grear Deceiver hath made, b 
bringing perſons into a Confederacy wit 
himiclf ; in ſome obſervations on ſuch as 
give themlelves up to Divinations, Sor- 
ceries, and Witchcraft: and with this put 
*n end to this {ſecond Chapter. 
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Heathen, and Ilel Priefls given te 
Magick, and Divinations. General 
Examples of Diabolical Confedera

Þ is indubitable tharSpirits have know- 

leage of many things above the reach 

of Humane Capacities ; eſpecially as to 

future events, and that through their Sci- 

ence of thoſe occult Cauſes which cannor 

appear to men, Their cflences being fol 
| u 
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ſabtil, and uncompounded, not manacled 
with textures of fleſh, nor encumbered 
with ſolid Bones and Joints ; they can di- 
late or condenie themſelves into what 
forms they pleaſe, and appear in ſemblan- 
ces bright, or obſcure, to execute their 
Airy purpoſes ; they are in capacity to 
collect diſtant Intelligences, and to make 
Obſervations from cauſes forreign, and 
remote from Mortal apprehenſtons.Some- 
times with an officious kind of Friendſhip, 
diſcovering ſuch things as mayſeem to the 
advantage of thole thatconſult themzwhen 
all the while ſuch beguiled Enquirers are 
drawn into palpable and deſtructive delu- 
hons : Art other times they are Miniſters 
of Terrour unto ſuch as their Confede- 
rates direct them to, and ſometimes to the 
Sorcerers themſelves. There is a manifeſt 
grant that Spirits have things known, and 
reveaied to them, that are hidden from, 
and above the ken of Man 1 or. why 
ſhould men uſe means to ask and enquire 
of Spirits concerning contingencies and 
events; as hath been uſual aud cuſtomary 
in all Ages? Neither can we {uppole that 
the Almighty would have forbidden 
luch Enquiry as he doth, expreſly in the 
eighth Chapter of the prophety of Iſaiah, 
v. 19. And when | fay unto you, 
enquire of thole that have a Spirit of Di 
Vination, 
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vination, and at the ay wor jan which 
murmure, and whiſper; ſhould not a Pev- 
ple ſeek unto their God ? 

A delre and inclination to be informed 
of things whereof men were ignorant, 
was that which at firſt drew-them to (eek 
to the Devil for Information. This ſeems 
evidentby the words of King Sau! to the 
Spirit, 1 Sam. 28. 15. God is departed from 
me, and anſwereth me no more, neither by 
Prophers, nether by Dreams : therefore haw 
I called thee, that thou mayeſt tell 16 what 1 
ſhould do. Saul had departed from God, 
and the favour of God was departe: from 
him ; the Lord anſwered not his enqui- 
ries inthe uſual and accuſtomed methods, 
by his Prophets, or by Dreams; as many 
times he was pleaſed to diſcover his mind 
to the Fathers of Old, ſo that Sal was at 
a loſs how to have his Curioſity fatished 
he had been told that the wainan at Ende 
had a Python, or Spirit of Prophelſy ( tho 
it was not from Heaven, but by a Satani- 
cal Confederacy, yet ) Saul contrary to 
the Divine Command applies himſelf to 
the Diabolical Sorcereſs; and what the 
fatal eonſequence of that his Action was 
will appear by the ſequel of the ſtory, 
which you may find inthe Chapter above 
Cited, and we ſhall have occaſton to men» 
tan in another place. The Angels of Hes 
Ve, 
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yen, nor holy Spirits never appeared to 
converſe with men upon any Applica- 
tions made to them'; but when they 
were expreſly ſent todeliver the mind 
of the Almighty and that as Meſlen- 

and not upon the Account of Ha- 
mane Invocation 3 as may be ſeen in 
thoſe places of Scripture where raenti- 
on is made of their appearing at divers 
times. And God having forbidden ſeek- 
ing to any Spirit, by way of inquiry, 
or otherwiſe z the holy =_ durſt 
not but obey his Righteons Commands, 
and therefore it may with good reaſon 
be concluded that thoſe Spirits who ſuf- 
fer themſelves to be ſought unto are 
evil, and diſobedient Spirits, and De- 
vils: And ſuch as ſeek unto them to en- 
quire after things hidden from the know- 

: of man are Sorcerers, and Witches. 

for this reaſon they enter into Con- 
federacy, and Contratt with the evil 
Spirits, or Dzmons aforeſaid. 

The old times of Ignorance {warmed 
with abundance of Charmers, South(a- 
yers,Sorcerers, Magicians, Witches, and 
other Schollars of this Black andHelliſh 
Art, who by entering into Covenant 
with the implacable enemy of mankind, 
exerciſedtheirSorceries,& executedtheir 
wicked and —— purpoſes w 

Oony 
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only on particular Men, Women, and 
Children ; but even on whole Towns, 
and Countries ; many of which have 
been miſerably Aﬀfiicted,and ſome even 
totally deſtroyed by Tempeſts, Fires, 
Peitilences,and other ſtrange Accidents, 
whereof no cauſe in Nature could ap- 
_ And this hath been Atreſted not 

y one or two private,or Ignorant Men, 
bur Tranſmitted from one Generation 
toanother as the Opinion of the moſt 
Authentick Riſtorians, Phyſicians, and 
Divines,grounded on the beſt,and ftrict- 
eſt Enquiries of ſuch who have taken 
Indefatigable pains to fifr and ſearch 
out the truth of what they have Rela- 
ted : Nor have we alone the Authority 
of ſuch, but the conſent of whole Courts 
of Judicature, and the moſt Learned 
Aſſemblies of States-Men, and Divinesz 
who in all Ages by their Publick & $0- 
lemnSanctions have declared their belief, 
& Deteſtation of ſuch Curſed Practices. 
Beſides the undeniable Teſtimony of 
the ſacred Scriptures, ( before mention- 
ed) to whoſe Unerring Suftrage we 
ought to ſubmit our belief ; and not by 
our fidelity Contradict the Authority 
ot the Almighty; and take upon us to 
be the Patrons and Champions of thoſe 
Hellith Practiſes we ſeem to — 
y 
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By Charmers, in a ſtrict ſenſe, may be 
underſtood ſuch as by ſome ſpell, or form 
of Words employ their Familiar Spirits 
to bring at their call ſuch Creatures as 
they ſhall demand, rendering Venomous 
Creatures diſarmed of their Noxious 
| Quality during their pleaſure z and the 
moſt Feroſe and Wild Brutes,to become 
TraQtable, and Conchant. Such were they 
who could fſuſcitate, or call together 
great numbers of Snakes or Serpents, 
and cauſe them to go of their own ac- 
cord into the Fire, which was incloſed 
within a Magical Circle of which Dr. 
Caſaubon, of Credulity and Incredulity, 
ou an account at large, page. 103. ſome 
ve Charmed Flyes, and Graſhoppers, 
when the Fields have been Infeſted with 
them, and the fruits of the Earth in dan- 
&r. And of this fort of Operators the 
Malmiſt ſeems to ſpeak, P/. 58. v. 4. 
Which will not hearken to the voice of 
the Charmer, Charming never fo wiſe- 
4 Eccleſiaſtes ch, 10. 11.v. ſurely 
the Serpent will bite without Enchant- 
ment, and the $. of the Prophet Ferem.

Southlayers, were ſuch, as by Inſpe-

flying of Birds, were wont to prognoſti- 
cate of Weather, what Tempeſts, or 0 
ther ſeaſons, were like to enſue, they 
gave their Opinions too with relation to 
other Contingencies, as Eveats of Battle, 
the fatality of Seaſons, or Attempts; 
This they foretold by ſome certain 
Omens, for which the Heathen Prieſts 
were want to Inſpe&t the Bowels of 
;o_ Sacrifices, according to that in the 

oct. 


- Conſulit Exta 
Anugur, & © + ſuperss effata recante, 
Theſe Weather-Gagers,were antient- 
ly applyed to, to ſecure Corn, G 
Vineyards;and Cattle, as well as Towns, 
and Houſes fromStorms and Tempeſts; 
mentioned by Seneca in his Fourth Book 
of Natural Queſtions. They were d 
ted to acertainOfhice, to obſerve,& give 
notice to the People when a Storm was 
coming ; who upon ſuch warning haſten- 
£d to kill a Lamb, or a Chick, or ſome 
young thing or other ; or if they had 
none of thele to offer, they were to prick 
their Finger, and that blood was accep- 
ted and the Storm ceaſed or was prever- 
ted. This was indeed a ſtrange kind of 
Oblation, and one might well conclude 
with Seneca, that the Clouds have little 
Afhnity with blood, or a Prickt Fingers 
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but what will not the great Enemy of 
Souls do, if he can but abuſe and delude 
poor Men into a belief rhat by ſome 
ourward means Tempeſts may be diver- 
ted,that they may have the leſs ſuſpicion 
of themſelves, and be lels ſuſpected by o- 
thers; whilſt in the mean time they are 
hereby enſnared into a Diabolical Ido- 


By Sorcerers, ſuch may be underſtood, 
who ( having Contracted a Familiarity, 
and entred into a Confederacy with the 
Devil, or ſome of his Infernal Spirits ) 
conſult, and adviſe with their Hellith 
Confederates about the affairs in which 
they are employed, and make their de- 
terminations according to the advice of 
their Familiars. Nay many Extraordina- 
ry things which ſeem to be done by the 
Sorcerer, are really done by the Spirit, 
ſo, that they ſeem to oe br forms 
one with the other ; the Dzxmon ſome- 
times appears in the ſhape and reſem- 
blance of the Sorcerer,& at another time 
the Sorcerer (hall haunt ye in ſemblance 
of the Dzmon. Of this more will appear, 
when we come to particular Initances in 
the tubſequent diſcourſe. 

Magician is a name which imports 
the elteem the Ancients had for ſuch 
as could perform fears above. the reach 
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and Conception of Ordinary men, whe- 
ther by that which is called Natural } 
Magick,or ſome ſtricterFamiliarity with 
the Inhabitants of the lower world : 
they were by them eſteemed Wile-Men, 
for ſo the word Aags Signihes ;and that 
is the name which the Turks give to 
their Conjurers, and ſuch as deal in thoſe 
forbidden Arts at this day. Such were 
choſe whom the hardened Pharaoh called 
for, by their Magical Operations to per- 
form things ſemblable, in ſome ſort, and 
ike thoſe wrought by Holy Aoſes, by a 
Divine Command and power, for t 

v icked King ſaw them turn Water into 
B!o9vud, Rods into Serpents, and with 
Mulricudes of Frogs to cover the face of 
the Earth. Nor is it Improbable that the 
evil Angels were permitted by an Extra- 
ordinary providence thus to exert and 
ſhew their power, by the hand of their 
evil Miniſters, in a Judicial way, for 
the hardening of that ſeared King : fo 
that ſeeing the ſeeming miracles wrought 
by his Magicians, he might be the more 
confirmed in ' his obſtinacy againſt the 
Counſel of God by his Servant 2/0fes. 
For the ſacred Text aflures us that he 
was railed up ig an Extraordinary man- 
ner, to be to future Ages, an Example of 
the Righteous Judgment of God upon 
hardened, 
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hardened, ſelf-deluded, and deluding Ih- 
fidels. And ſome we read of are given 
up to ſtrong deluſions, that they might 
believe a Lie. 
By a Witch, is Commonly underſtooct 
2 Femal Agent, or Patient, who is be- 
come in Covenant with the Devil z ha- 
ving in a literal ſenſe ſold her (elf cowork 
Wickednels, ſuch whole chiet Negotia- 
tion tends to the ſpoiling their Neigh- 
bours perſons, or goods. They hay 
Commonly certain Excreſcencies like 
Teats,or Nipples in private parts of their 
Bodies, which their Familiars often 
ſuck. Sometimes perſonally, and ſome- 
times in a Dream, or Trance they Re- 
vel with the evil Spirit in nightly Cabals 
and Conſults. Thote particularly intend- 
ed here, are ſuchas are Commonly cal- 
led Black Witches; there is beſides ano- 
ther ſore termed White Witches ;Theſc 
by a Diabolical Complaiſance, or good- 
nature, are to uncharm and give eaſe 
to thoſe the cther have afflicted : bur 
ſometimes it ſo happens that one or other 
of the Witches dyes by force of the 
Counter-c!1arm. Boch theſe are con- 
demned to death by the Divine Law 
Exod. 22, 18. The Suation of fuch hath 
been ſometimes ſought unto, and uſed to 
entice young Maids to unclean folly 
C4 Bu 
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Bue Witches are themſelves _—_— 
yon as well as they Impoſe on others; 

he Grand Impoſtor the Devil decei. 
veth,them,as they deceive thoſe that ſeek 
unto them : and the Cures which by 
theſe Imps are performed on the Bodig 
of their deluded Patients tend to the 
Tainting and Infection of the Soul. There 
are divers other General names for 
che Students of this Infernal Art, as Er 
chanrters, Wizzards, Dreamers, Obſervers 
of times, of divers of which chere will be 
Inſtances in the following Colletion of 
lelationsz Bur theic brug moſtly In- 
clude under the deanitions herein ſpe- 
cified, being much of che {ame Import 
and Signification, it will be Superfluous 
ro mention in this place; but the furcher 
Notion of thoſe Black Scholars will be 
better diſcerned, as we come to give 


thods of their Operations, as they ap- 
pear in the (ſubſequent Chapters. 
Having thus diſplayed the various de- 
grees and kinds of thoſe Confederates 
with the Lower World , we ſhall now 
enter upon the proofs that the Heathen 
Prietts of Old and the Idolatrous Papiſts 
of later date, have been, and are the 
Great promoters of this Infernal and ac- 
curſed detection from the Eternal Foun- 
rain 
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tain of happineſs; and the great encoura- 

ers of Dxmonolatry,as well as Idol: 
Cthat is to ſay of Devil- Worſhip ) which 
is the higheſt Homage he expects from 
his Infatuared Vaſlals, and on the Ac- 
count of whichyhe( principally ) inſtructs 
them in the dark and devilith Myſteries 
of Hell-Craft and Faſcination. 

It was alwaies the Cuſtom of the 
Nations to ſeek unto their Gods for 
Counſel, in the caſe of War, and other 
Extremities: and as the holy one Com- 
manded his People to ſeek his face, and. 
call upon his name, and expreſly inthe. 
firſt Table forbids the making any ſem- 
blance or likeneſs of any Image, in Hea- 
ven,in Earth,or in theWaters under the 
Earth ; thereby ſtrictly forbidding all 
manner of Idolatry : ſo the wicked An-- 
gel hath at all times been (educing and. 
alienating the hearts of Men from their 
Obedience to the Righteous Command, . 
by ſetting up falſe Gods. And as the 
Prophets and Holy Men of God ſpake 
as they were Inſpired by the Holy 
Ghoſt ; So the Idol Prieſts and Pycho- 
nilts delivered the Devils Oracles to the 
People: They were enquired of, and . 
ugh unto, in relation to fucure events 

Contingencies. Nay ſo far had thele 
lafernal Prieſts Impoſed upon the. Big- 
C5 gotted . 
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gotted: World, that their Dzmons, or 
Familiars'for theirDeities were ao detter) 
obtained Divine Adoration, and want- 
ed not their High-places, Groves, and 
Altarsz (fo this il- Worſhip was 
Promoted under the Notion of Religi- 
an, and their Services abounded with 
theOſtentatious Pomps of Deviliſh Rites 
and Ceremonies. 

And as the offering of Bullocks, 
Eambs, Doves, and ſuch like were or- 
dained by the Divine Command to be ' 
offered in the time of the Ceremonial 
Law,when the Prieſt entered into the 
Holy of Holies, and that not without 
Blood, as the Apoſtle of the Gentiles 
notes : So were the Altars of the Ethnic 
Idols ſteeped in Blood, and that not only 
of Beaſts ; But they Reek't with Humane 
Gore : So we read that they cauſed their 
Children co paſs through the fire to that 
Canibal Moloch and often in the Hi- 
ſtory of theſe deluded Oriental Nations, 
we read they Sacrifticed ſometimes a 
Youth, ſometimes a young Damlel, to 
pacify theirlncenſed Deities. In the 18. 
Chapter of the 1. Book of Kings, in that 
mighty defeat of the Prieſts of Baal, 
when they contended with the Prophet 
of the Lord, in the 28. verſe they cut 
themielves with Kaives, and Leno 
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after their manner, 'till the BloodGuſhed 
out upon them.By which it appears that it 
was Cuſtomary for thoſe Biggotted 
Wretches to Implore the aid of their 
deteſtable Mock-Deities. Nor can an 
one that reads the Modern Hiſtories 0 
Witch-Cratt and Sorceries, be Ignorant, 
that the Compacts and Confederacies of 
thoſe deluded ones are confirmed with 
their Blood, either by making their 
mark with it on certain Cov nants 
drawn between them ; or by permitting 
their Familiar to draw their Blood at 
thoſe Beſtial Tears ( which for thar pur- 
pole ) the Succubus draws in the parts of 
their Bodies. 

What were the Pythones, or Python: 
ſo much reſorted to of O!d - But becaule: 
by the predictions they uttered by the: 
Aſhiſtance of the Black Angel,- they had. 
got the eſtimation of Prophets, and Pro - 
pheteſies. This made King Sl in the 1- 
Sam. 28, Chap. 7. verſ. enquire tor- one> 
that had a Familiar Spirit, or a Pythonem 
as the Latain tranſlation hath it : And- 
this was it which cauſed the King of. 
Moab thrice to {end his princes and Ser- 
vants to the Son of Behor z, for they had- 
1a their hand the reward of Divination, 
Numb, 22, verſ. 7.50 that it they had nor 
delicyed him to bave had fuch aFamiliar - 

cy 
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or Spirit,for what reaſon ſhould they car- | 
ry that reward with them ? Belides they 
apprehended that he had the power of 
Bleſſing and Curling, ver. 6. As the Big- 
gotted Papiſts at this day Impute to ther 
Pythonic Prieſt the Popes tho it be the 

mmand of our great High Prieſt to 
his Diſciples, that they ble(s, and Curſe 
not. It is farther Obſervable that Balak 
took Balaam to the High places of the 
Idol Baal, from one =o to another 
where they uſed to ofter Sacrifices, and 
Expect the anſwer of their Diabolical 
Gods, by the mouth of the Prieſt, who 
uſed ro Divine unto the People. They 
Imputed a great virtue and power to 
thoſe places where their lying Spirits uſed 
to Confer with them ; therefore when 
the Prophet could not Curſe gu_ from 
one of the High Places, the King takes 
him to another, and to a third, with a 
peradventure thou mayſt have a power 
ro curle them from thence : Bur the 
Prophet being Commanded God, 
was compelled to declare to him, in 
chap. 23, ver. 23. Surely there is no In- 
chantment againſt Jacob, neither is there 
any Divination againſt //rae/. Ir is evi- 
dent to any one who hath read theHiſto- 
ries and Clafſick Authors of tormerAges 
that the great Apullyon, and Abaddo _ 
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attered his Oracles, Riddles and ayings 
not only out of the Bodies,& part of the 
Bodies of Humane kind, (as he ſpake 
out of the Demoniac in the Goſpel ; and 
Mornens de veritate Religions, chap. 23. 
quotes it out of Diodorw, that Oracles 
were Edita per Pudenda Prellz ; and there 
yere 00 your Cys pate (5, v.) ventri- 
logui, or ſuch as were heard to have dil: 
courſe or words uttered and pronounced 
in their Bellies: ) But this Spirit hath ſpo- 
ken ſometimes out of Trees, as in Dods- 
nos Oak, out of Statues, as that of Mem- 
oe, and many others, of which more 
will be ſaid hereafter; The Caves of 
the Earth, and Sometimes the open Air 
have reſounded with voices, ſentences, 
and noiſes of this Infernal Damon,ſome- 
times aſſuming the Vehicle of one Shape, 
ſometirges of another ; and at other 
times not at all expoſing himſelf in any 
viſible form. It is almoſt incredible 
how Antient Authors abound with Re 
lations of this kind, how frequently th 
mention the fezgned Gods, and God. 
defles of the Field,of Woods,of Houles, 
of Mountains, Rivers,Deſarts,& Springs, 
and ſuch like ; offering themſelves to 
Men and People, at ſome times in one 
Shape, at other times in othex forms z 
requiring Worſhip, Ceremonies 2. W9 
ILES 
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Rites after divers manners and faſhions; 
now and then accoſting People with 

leafant and diverting Encounters and 
Cons affrighting chem with furious 
Shapes, Geſtures, and Menaces. Of theſe 
Plato in his Epominede (peaks very large 
treating of the force and Powers of 
defunctHeroes whichtheLatinsnam- 
Lemures & Houſhold Gods,allo Mane: 
Ghoſts, and Genij, and Demons diverſly 
ſorting themſelves in the Air, Earth and 
divers Regions of the World,diſtinguith- 
ed by ſeveral offices, and affairs to 
which they ſometimes apropriated them- 
ſelves. , 

They had multitudes of other names 
conferred on them, as Fauns, Satyrs, 
Nymphs, Hamadriades, and 2 great 
Number of others. The Learned Anti- 
quary Mr. Cambden in his Britanma, 4- 
mong the Antiquities of the Romans 
which he records to have been found 
in this /Naxrd, makes mention of Divers 
Altars to the Diis Manibas and other 
Loci Genij, &c. And the Apoſtle Paut 
mentioneth many Altars Erected by the 
Athenians tO thele kind of Deities, a- 


ly, 
the 
ed 


monegſt which he found one Inſcribed 
þ 


to the unknown God. 

But thoſe-ro whom the Goſpel of 
truth hath beea Preached have been 
tang 
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taught to believe that there is but one 
only true God, and therefore may be 
well aſſured that cheſe were evilSpirits, 
andDiabolical deluſions 3 and that pay- 
ing Adoration to their Impious Shrines, 
or teaching others ſo to do,is aDodtrine 
ofDevils. And that fuch have been and 
are ſtill by many Barbarous Nations ac- 
knowledged is evidently confirmed by 
the univerſal agreement of all Hiſtories, 
Records, and tunes 3 and that they were 
mamfeſtly ſeen, known, and familiarly 
diſcerned by the outward ſenſes ; can- 
not by any Rational and Candid Reader 
be denyed, haveing been fo fully pro- 
yed by Teſtimonies both Divine and 
Moral. 

In the next place we ſhall Compare 
the Idolatries of the Roman Church 
with thoſe of the Ancients, and prove 
by Natural Conſequence, that Idol Wor- 
ſhip is a Confederacy with Devils, and 
a practice neceſlarily promoting that de- 
teſtable ſin of Witch-craft. 

Tis very true that the Catholick Do- 
Rors ( as they call themſelves) aftirm 
that they do not teach Images to be 
Worſhipped 3 but certainly when we 
have enquired into the Do<rines, as 
well as practices of their Church we 
ſhall find chat ſuch like Evaſions are bur 

Jeluitical 
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Jeſuitical Shams, and pious frauds with 
which they would wipe off the Odium 
of their groſs Superſtitions amongſt the 
Ignorant and Credulous. For their Je 
uites, and Fathers generally maintain 
that Imagesare to be honoured with the 
ſame Worſhip that is due to the Origj- 
nal, or Prototype : So that the Images 
of God, and of the Trinity (for ſuch they 


are not aſhamed to e, 25 will bel, 
feen by and by ) and of our Lord Jeſus} 


Chriſt muſt be adored with the higheſt 
Divine Worſhip that any Creature is 
Capable to pay : if any have come 


ſhort herein, and have not preached up | 


this excels of Devotion, the Conſtant 
practice of the Popith Church runs coun- 
ter to their Doctrine. _ ſer up 
Images every where in their Churches, 
and enjoin their People to yay 
them, and the more they Cringe a 
Creep, the more devout Catholicks they 
are accounted. 

And as their Predeceflors the Prieſts 
of Baal, and.the Gentile Idolaters pro-- 
ſtrated rhemſelves, and cryed, and Ma- 
cerated their Bodies before their Idols; 
ſo the Popelings bow before their Idols, 
Pray unto them, ſmoke their Noſtrils 
with perfumes, and ere& abundance of 
Wax-Lights about them, and in Loud 
Quue 
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Quires Chant the Praiſes of their Ido] 
Saint, And when this Rotten God hap- 
pens to fall into repair, and to be patch 
and mended, happy is he that can get 
one of the Conſecrated Chips,& preſent 
it to ſome Biggotted Lady, or Noble- 
man to andify their cloſets. And to con- 
vince the world that it is certainly the 
Image that they Worſhip & Adore, and 


/not the Virtues,or Remembrance of the 
"Original, they pay a great deal! more 


Superſticious homage to a Graven Image 
than to a painted one, though they repre- 
ſent the ſame Perſon befides the ſame 
Image, hath much more Reverence in 
one place than in another, 2s their Lady 
of Lorerro, and St. James of Compoſtella, 
&c. To which you ſhall have them tror 
a hundred Leagues, or more, in Pilgri- 
mage,wvhen perhaps they have the Image 
of & ſame Saint alrogether as decent, 
andas like at home in their own Pariſh 
Church. But all this can be ſuppoſed 
for no other but that they might keep 
cloſe to the Copy of the Heathen Ido- 
laters,v'ho though they had manyGroves 
to Moloch, and Aſtorerh Cc. Yet they 
had their Capital high places ; where 
(incaſe the Petit Country Deities could 
not give them redreſs ) they appealed 
5 to a higher Court, and with vait pre- 

ſents, 


agang Chargeable Pilgrimages ſought 
to obtain an anſwer to their Petitions 
So the Oracle of Apollo at Delphos had 
moreeveneration than any other of his 
Shmaes,though many others were ere 
Red to him z But however it happen'd, 
other Climates did not ſo we:l ſuit with 
the Temper, or Conſtitution of that 
Deity perhaps they might be too cold, 
.or hot,the catering of the ScullionPrieſts, 
/not ſoagreeable to hisPallare as the Del- 
{ phick Ragoults and entertainments : cer- 
tain it was, the God was more (ullen, 
and ſeemed to be tongue-tyed in other 
places, or ſpoke in ſome Language which 
the Prieſt did not underſtand ; whereas 
thole at Delphos ſoon reſolved the 
doubts, and anſwered the Petitions of 
their Suppliants. 

At Nants and Towrs, and ſome other 
places they erected a Monſtrous Image 
to our Lord which they call St. Saviour: 
about 10, or 12. foot high, now this 
Saint, diſtinguiſhable from their Petty 
Saints by his large bulk and ſtature, is 
Worthipped by.them for the preſerva- 
tion of Corn. and of their Vines, from 
Cold, Froſt, and Tempeſt, for curing 


Sheep from the Rot, Bees from dying, 
and for defending their Lambs trom 
Wolves. 
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Wolves. Therefore on his Feſtival where 
theſe great Images are erected; you may 
fee an Infinite Number of Pilgrims of 
all Ages, and Conditions, bringing their 
Gifts to thoſe Srarxes. Some bring one

them ; but if they take up 'with S«- 
perftirious and evil courſes , none ſurpaſs 
them in Heights of Wickedneſs and 
miſchief. 

Tho theſe wretched Artiſts are com- 
monly diſtinguithed into thoſe of the 
Flack , and White orders; they are cer- 
tainly the ſame , and cannot be faid to 
differ in deeds: of darkneſs, which 
admit of no difterence of Colour, 
They are certainly both alike guilty” 
in Compounding with the Devil.

Of theſe Proficients in the Black My- 
ſeries , there are ſome. who at ft 
begin with Feats rather diverting, than 
Hurtful; for they are ſometimes enter- 
tained by Ludicrous and gameſom Spi- 
rits, who '( to \ appearance) do things 
ſeemingly pleaſant : but this paſtime 
coſts them dear in 'the End ; for they 
play ſo long on the-brink of Hel! , until 
at length they tumble in, and ſport 
with the devouring Lyon, until they 
are ſeized by his griping Paw, from 
whence They never after have power 
to Extricate themſelves.

Events ; Whilſt thoſe Milchievous

For theſe 
by the moſt Conſiderate men of all 
Ages have been acknowledged to be 
the Prodroms of great Calamities, or 
Caraſtrophies.

Was it pm that thoſe Infernal 
Prieſts ſhould expect an anſwer by Fire 
from their deteſtable Idol, unleſs they 
had at ſome time or other by ſomeYoice, 
or Morion,or by ſomeSucceſs of their Im- 
pious Adorations been deluded into an

cred in that which they reared their 
Sbrines unto ? It is ( I think ) indubi- 
table; that the Devil, the Father of 
Lyes and Dlathbemies, had ſome way

They skipt up and 
down upon his Altars,and lanced them- 
ſelves until the blood guſhed out; with 
their Devils Littany, O Baal,hear s, or, |

vil ? and bears ſo near a Reſemblance un- | 
to Witchcraft, as if it were the Original 
of ic. Do the Falſe Propbers call upon | 
the Devil in their Ido! > So do the | 
Witches call upon their Familiar : Do | 
they offer Sacrifice tO their Gods ? So do | 
theſe to their Goblins: They allure them 


with Incenſe and Perfumes ; =y eat | 


and drink by way of Oblation to 
as the Prieſts uſed ro do in their Idvl- | 
Temples : And as the Hellith Prieſts of- ' 
their own Blood to Baal; fo do 
theſe Infernal Haggs in their Contracts 
with Beel/zebub, | 
So that having now cleared the way 
by explaining the foul Conformity and 
Analogy betwixt Idolatry and Witch- 
craft, it may well be expected that [ 
ſhould aſſume the premiſed Method, 
and give ſome Inſtances of Aatient | 
Examples to make good the Theſis. 
Therefore not to look back upon 
choſe dreadful Examples, which the 
Sacred Writings afford us of the har- 
dened I1þ-eelires, I ſhall proceed with 


ſome 
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ſome Retharks upon the Antient, and 
much Celebrated Sybils. 

And that it was the uſual Compella- 
tion the Ignorant Antients gave to their 
Familiars, Spirits, or Genii, to call them 
Gods, none need doubt who have read 
what is related of the Pythoneſs of En- 
dr in the Book of Semwel, where the 
replies to King Saul,] ſee Gods coming up 
out of the Earth. So in 1 Kings 20. 21, 
The Syians (peak of the Gods of the 
Hills, add of the Yalteys, by which it is 
evident they reckon'd thole Dazmons 
which uſed to ſhew themſelves unto 
them in thoſe places to be Gods z nay, 
the Idolatrous Gentiles paid an Ado- 
ration to them. 

No wonder then if the Syb#s obtain- 
ed their name from an apprehenſion 
that they had Communion and Con- 
verſe with the Gods; for fo it is choughr 
the words Sios and Bee! do import. Ir 
aways hath been, and {till is, the-Cu- 
ſtom of all Nations to afhx ſomething 
of a (acred and venerable Title or Cha- 
racer on perſons they have eſteemed to 
be Inſpired, or in favour with their 
Gods, and that even amongſt the moſt 
uncultivated Scythians and Indians. 

That the Sybil: did generally by their 
Raptures and Enthuſialms promore and 

FC 3 encourage 
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encourage an Afﬀance in, and Depen- 
dance upon the Heathen Oracles and 
Idols, none need doubt who have ſeen 
the Account Zozimns gives of them; 
who particularly relates many of their 
Verſes full of Superſtitions and Tradi- 
tion, having no afhnity at all wich the 


————————————— 


holy Religion, but tending to advance ! 


the Credit of their Pagan Shrines. 
The Learned Wieriws in his Book de 
Preſtigiis Demonum, lib.1. cap. 7. reckons 
moſt of the Sybil; to be no betrer than 
Fnthuſiaſte, and Pythomſte, and _— 
the number of fuch againſt whom 
mighty Prophet Moſes mace a Law,that 
thoſe who reſorted to them, ſhould be 
Ntoned;and he is farther of Opinion,that 
through their Writings the Frantick 
Romans were drawn into many of their 
Extatick-and Superſtitious purſuits of 
their mulciplied Deities. And alchough 
ſome extraordinary Prophecies relating 
ro the Birth of the Glorious Mefſhah, 
are to be found in ſome of their Wri- 
tings, yet will not thoſe excuſe the 
grols Demmolatry of the reſt, any more 
than that Praxdiction of the Delpbick. 
Oracle betore cited can be ſuppoſed to 
Arone for the wretched Derelictions 
of the True and Holy God, occaſioned 
by che Libidinous queſt of the Nations 
afcer 
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after that Idol. Beſides, we have no: 
mention made ſo much as of one of 
them in the hor! Regiſter, tho their 
Writings had a Date long before the 
Records of the Bleſſed Evangeliſts and 
Apoſtles. Nor need it be thought 
ſtrange that an Elogy in praiſe of our 
Saviour, ſhould come from the Pen of a 
Pagan Prophetelſs,more than that an Ac- 
bnowledgment that he was the Yon of God, 
ſhould be proclaimed by the mouth of 
the Father of Lies, and the promoter of 
falſe Gods himſelf; who hath been 
compelled by the irreſiſtible power of 
Divine Truth to pay that Acknowledg- 
ment to the Soveraign of all. Or,whe- 
ther thoſe Divine Predictions attribu- 
ted to them, were properly their own, 
or the Works of others of later Date, 
and pretended to be theirs, ſhall not 
be my task here to determine. They 
were generally Prieſts Confſecrated to 
Apollo, or the Delphick,, or ſome other 
Oracle; and in furious Raptures pro- 
nounced , their Prophecies. Plato was 
of opinion that they were Inſpired by 
the Gods, or ſome Spirit. And Jambir- 
eas tells us, that the Sybil of Delphos two 
ſeveral ways received her Inſpirations, 
either by a {oft breath which came up- 
on her whilſt the was, or ſeemed to be 
Fd. n. 1 
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in a Tranceor Extaſie ; or elſe by ſitting 


on a Tripod of Braſs, before the mou 
of a Cave, ' from whence proceeded 
Fire, or a whiſpering Voice, u 
which the eicher reſolved the queſtions 
demianded of her, or uttered her Pro. 
phecies. See Heywood: Hiſt. of Women,

To theſe reſorted the great Captains, 

to know the Fate of their Wars ; the 
Country-man to enquire of the Fertility 
of the enſuing Seaſon; and others ſought 
their direction in Emergent caſes. They 
appointed where Temples and Altars 
ſhould be reared, and when their Sacri- 
fices were to be obſerved: And altho 
according to the Language of thoſe 
times, all Females (as there were then 
many) that were rapt with this Pro- 
_ Fury were called Sybil: ; yet our 
odern Authors have reduc'd the num- 
ber to ten, or twelve, becauſe to them 
peculiarly are attributed thoſe =o. 
ditions concerning the Evangelical 
times. They are thus named Sybil/a Per- 
friea, called Amigquiſſima Yaticinantiums 
She is ſaid to have divided the term of 
years until che coming of Chriſt into 
leven Ages, reckoning the firſt from 
Adam to Noah 1556 years, and from 
the Flood to Abraham 292 ; from the 
time 


— 
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time of Abrahiw-m to the Children of 
Iſrael; coming from Egype 503.from that 
time to the building che Temple by 
King Solomon 481 ; and from thence to 
the Babyloniſh Captivity 1800 years; and 
from thence to the Birth of our Saviour 
the number of 614 years ; which bein 
added together, with the number of 
years, ſince the Redemption by the ſuf- 
ferings of the Immacalate High Prieſt, 
makes the number of Six thouſand 
nine hundred and thirry years, which 
comes within 48 years of the Roman 
Account ; whereas by the Scripture 
reckoning it will amount to but Five 
thouſand ſix hundred thirty and three years. 
So that upon the whole we ſee the Ro- 
man Prieit keeps a nearer touch with 
the Prieſt of Apollo, than the Sacred. 
Chronicle.

reaſon of its vaſt weight and —— 
could nat be moved by the force of 
many ſtrong Men, affiſted by Cattle 
that were uled to draiw heavy burthens, 
which wich good reaſon he concludes 
ſhe could not have performed without 
the co-operation of ſome evil Spirit, 
He likewiſe meations Tucci4, another 
of- that Siiter-hood, who by murtterin 
ſome Invocation, or Inchantment,coul 
_—_ water in a Sieve, and carry it at 
2 good diſtance from the River 7yber, 
without ſpilling a drop. 5 
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Belides, he takes notice out. of Ca- 
rion, quoted by Melanithen, of a Druid 
amongſt the Nation ofthe T»ngri, who 
did foretel to Diocleſiany: That after he 
had killed 2 Boar, he ſhould be Emperour of 


Rome. Which came .to pals after he . 


had killed one Aper, who was at that 
time an Uſurper,. and. whoſe name in 
the Latin Tongue ; ſignifies a Boar. 
Heywood reports in page 100. That A- 
lexander the great went to the Oracle 
of Delphos to demand the fuccels of his 
Expedition againſt Darins z, after many 
Importunities , was anfwered by the 
Propheteſs with an Inviftme eris O A- 
lexander. By which his great Victo- 
ries, and Triumphs were toretold, al- 
though had he met with contrary miſ- 
fortune, the ſubtle Devil could have 
falved the reputation of the Oracle, by 
conſtruing the words with relation to 
himſelf : So that if Alexander had 
been vanquiſhed by Darixs, yet had he 
remained /rvittxs, becauſe. by his Im- 
pareunities, he overcame the Oracle.

mans, enflaved thoſe Barbarous Nati- 
ons to a Diabolical Adoration of his 
horrid Shrines. Sometimes they Sa- 
crifice, and ſupplicate unto his Image in 
the moſt foul and monſtrous Figure; 
ſometimes he lonally appears unto 
them, and frights them into a Panick 
Adoration of his "Tremendous Deity : 
Oftentimes he {cares them with dread- 
ful Apparitions in the Air, which he 
rends with violent Tempeſts, and de- 
vouring fire, and frequently miſchiets 
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them, not only in their Fields, but in 
their perſons too, which occaſions their 
ſupplicating him to avert his Terrours 
from them. The Hiſtories of Americs 
give a large account of the many flave- 
ries they are drawn into by this their 
Infernal Deity, who ſeems to have ob- 
tained a Perſonal Empire, and Domini- 
on amongſt them. 

The Hiſtory of Perſia gives a large 
Relation of the many monſtrous Idols, 
and Pagods, to which that People pay 
Divine Worſhip, and Adoration, to 
ſome of which they offer their Chil- 
dren by way of Immolation, as the Idola- 
trous /ſraelites of old did unto their 
Monſter Moloch. To ſome of their 
Idols they proſtitute their Daughters, 
whom they reckon not fit for the Nup- 
tial Rites, until they have permitted a 
penetration of their Bodies, by the 
wanton Member of their Beaſtly Idol : 
Or rather ſome ſordid and laſcrvious Spirit, 
that ſometimes attuates it from within. 
Yee Herberts Travels, which I take it, 
gives a particular, and diſtin&t 7ccount 
of theſe, and divers other Abomina- 
tions among them. 

Nor have the Inhabitznts of Chin, 
and the Eaſtern India,eſcaped the pollu- 
non of this Devil-Worſhip. For Ferdi- 
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nand Mendez, Pinto, a Portugnize, who 
Travelled many years amongſt them, 
harh very largely ſer forth the man 
Idolatries and Superſtitions of tha 
people : They have amongſt them 7 
vaſt number of Prieſts, which they 
have in high veneration; and a prod 
gi0us accumulation of Rites and Ceres 
monies. And though the 7*rks in ther 
extended Empire do forbid the ule of 
Idols, yet we find in Knowles his Hiſto- 
them, that they have amongſt 
eir Prieſts abundance of Conjarers, 
which they call Wie, or Cunning Men, | 
by which they maintain a Come 
dence with the black Inhabitants of the 
Infernal World : So that, tho they d0 
not ic the nſe of the more lawful | 
and liberal Studies, they yet give them- 
ſelves up to be Scholars, and Diſciples 
to the moſt interdited Myſteries. 


In Lapplaxd they maintain (uch an þ 


ordinary Correſpondence with the ex 
pulſed Spirits, that a Lapplard Witch is 
almoſt grown to a Proverb with us: 
And though it be common amongſt the | 
Inhabitants to Comverſe, and Revel with 
their Demons, and F ariliars ; yet the 
Prieſt: among them generally acquire 4 
dexterity in the Arr above what the 
reſt can pretend to: So that they do = 
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ordinarily train up their people in thoſe 
Black Arts, as we do ours in Trades, 
2nd hber al Sciences. 
There was in the year 1677. or 78. 
2 Book printed, Intituled, 7he Hifory 
Lappland, which gives a full re- 
tion of their many Methods of 
niſing their Spirits 3 and of divers 
forms and ſhapes, in which they ordina- 
tily ſhewed themſelves to their Invo- 
caters, and converlſed with them, ſome- 
times like a Satyr , ſometimes in the 
likeneſs of a Man : and there is amongſt 
them ſuch a kind of Familiarity main- 
tained, as if they were of the ſame 
Country, and Deſcent. Amongſt the

eir Attendance, none is more in 
nſethen that of a Magica! Drum they 
have, and in great eſteem amongſt themz 
they are very well deſcribed in the 
Book above mentioned , and I have 
lately ſeen one of thoſe Drums in 
Greſham Colledge 1 it is all over marked 
upon the vellam with a fore of Necro- 
mantick Characters, ſomewhat like the 
Arabick letters; but doubticls a fort 
of Orthograpliy, taught by the Black. 
Maſter of the Infernal Science. When 
one of theſe Drums is beaten ( with the 
addition of ſome Diabolical Ceremo- 
NIC, 
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_ and Incantations,) the Spirit pre 
fently attends, and either anſwers to 
what is demanded, out of the Drum, ox 
elſe appears in ſome form in a place, 
—_ him,and there reſolves the mat- 
ter for which he was invocated.lIr is no- 
torious, amongſt all Hiſtorians, that 
the people of Lappland (ell Winds to 
Merchants for certain Voyages ; by 
which they much enrich themſelves. 
But I fear I have ſtretched this Chap- 
ter beyond its due length, though [

ty of the Evangelical Doctrine, we 
&nd none of them branded with that 
blackeſt of Charatters ; but after the 
Apoltacy from the Primitive Simplici 
ty had gradually obtained among them, 
then came they to fall off from the 
Worſhip of God himſelf, to a down- 
right contraſting with, if not Wor- 
ſhipping of the Devil.

We live in ſuch times, when the De- 
vils in all mens account, are ler looſe 
from ſuch a reſtraint, and the Church 
left unguarded of ſuch a proteRion :

[ | ach Miracles, as, if it were poflible, 
% ht dec:ive the very Elett, 
ow the Mirabilarians, as St. Anu- 
- meer them, are abroad, againſt 
m, faies he, Cantum me fecit Domi- 
xw, The Lord himſelf, and his Ap9- 
files after him, have given us all ſuth- 
, } cient warningz fo that it would be 
'S a great folly in us to take notice, or run 
ſuch, as have a permitted power 
of Counterfeiting true Miracles, there- 
with to amuſe the ſtmple. The glori- 
ous work of our Bleſſed Saviour, his 
Diſciples, and other Apoſtolical Fa- 
. thers, were done in ſuch clear days, as 
diſſipated, and ſcattered all ſuſpic ions, 
and imaginable Clouds of Impoiture; 
the Devils had not ſo much as the li- 
ty to preach the Truth, Mark 1. 25. 
either Simon Magrs, or Elimas, tho 
Sorcerers of the higheſt rank, did but 
to play their old Game, and thew 
their deviluth Feats, you read in the 
Aits, how they were kept in. Thus 
H 3 this 
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this mighty reſtraining hand, rather 


than the intrinſecal ereatnelſs of the ' 


work , was an infallible Evidence 
which in thoſe days ſhined about all 
true Miracles ; whereas the Revelati- 
ons, and Feats of the Romaniſts maſt 
needs be full of ſuſpicion, and noted 
for ſuch by all good Chriſtians, fince 
they came forth, when all falſe Chritts, 
and falſe Prophets have the liberty to 
work them. Then come up the Ap- 
paritions of ſad Souls, by thouſands, to 
acquaint their Friends with their con- 
dition underneath : and what neither 
Moſes, nor the Prophets,nor Jelus Chriſt 
himſelf, nor his Apoſtles ever thought 
to mind us of ; diſtreſſed groan 

Spirits make it their incis hots 

to throng about, craving for help, 
for Pilgrimages , and Maſles.” Then 
come Images to bleed,or ſing or mourn, 
as occaſion requires : -and the Conle- 
crated Elements, the better to juſtify 
what tliey are not, appear with blood, 
with fleſh, and even ſometimes with 
whole Children. It paſles all under- 
ſtanding, how the Virgin Aary, who 
kept her (elf fo long above, would not 
come down among us Mortals, either 
ſooner, or in leſs ſuſpected times, or 
on more {erious Errands. Five gs 
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dred years may be accounted, when all 
good Authors will juſtify that ſhe con- 


'inaed as quiet above ; and that ſhe, 


after ſo long reſt and abode in the 
bleſſed Manſtons, ſhould take ſuch an 
mlucky, and obnoxious time to come 
down, and ſhew her (elf to men, when 
the Devil, and his foul Spirits are per- 
mitted to play their pranks ; this in- 
deed is very admirable ! It can hardly 
be imagined, that ſhe who never did 
appear to any of the Primitije Holy 
thers, in a lefs ſuſpected juncture, 
ſhould in theſe laſt and Branded times 
ſhew her 1elf ito a dirty Monk. Did 

not St. Auſtin, before he died, bei 

belieged by Barbarians, delerve as we 
her proce-tion, and a guard of her ar- 
med Angels, as St. Dominick did, whi- 
leſt he held a poor pitiful Heretick a- 
bout the neck with his Roſary 2 where- 
fore had none of theſe holy men, St. 
Athanafins, St. Hillary, St. Cyprian as 
well the comfort of a kits, or an em- 
brace, as Loyola, Stephen the Minime, and 
2. thouſand more leſs deſerving it? Or 
how comes ſhe, who never was known 
to take notice of any trouble, difeaſe, 
or impriſonment of true Saints, as the 
Head-ach of St. Chryſofom, the (ickli- 
neſs of St. Baſil, the infirm body of St. 
H-4 Gre + 
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Gregory Nazianzer, the Priſons, and 
Tortures of all the Martyrs 3 now. to

forts of perſons: to cure a Jeſuit with 
her Child, whom ſhe laid by him in 
his bed : to cure whole Countries of 
le Feavers; and to free (everal 
ogues, that had well deſerved hang-

dangers ? How comes this fancy to take 
her (o late of bringing down out of 
Heaven, Croſles, Hoods, Books, Robes, 
Holy Water, and ſuch other Utenils, 
which the Fachers in former times ne- 
ver had, nor expeted from her ? The 
truth is, theſe kind of Apperiticas 
and Miracles were moſt adviſedly re- 
ſerved until ſuch times, as theſe latter 
are, dark, and confuſed, and more pro- 
pitious to Impolture ; and theſe rag 
new tranſactions have another reaſon 
fides, which T with Roman-Catholicks 
would (criouſly conſider, and it is this.

This was the Opinion of St. Auſtin 
in his time, by which it appears what 
his choughts were of Saint, . and Idol- 
Adoration.
